Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930—‘Before 
making an assessment, the Assessors shall give reasonable notice in writ- 
ing to the Inhabitants, by posting notifications in some public place in 
town, or shall notify them, in such other ways as the Town at its Annual 
Meeting directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of 
their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April of 
the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice does not bring 
in such lists he is thereby barred of his right to make application to the 
Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such lists with his application and satisfies them that 
he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”

The one hundred dollars raised by the town was used to purchase 
56 new books. Six Shakespearean plays were bought by the Library 
Association. The Association also purchased supplies and paid the 
librarian’s salary. 

During the summer months three traveling libraries were bor- 
rowed from the State Library. These were all children’s books. 15 non- 
fiction adult books were also borrowed from the State Library. 

In November a “Book Fair” was held in observance of “National 
Book Week.” The new books were put on display. The school children 
with the teacher visited the Library. The new books were then put into 
circulation and have been in constant demand since. 

The library is open one evening and one afternoon each week: 

Wednesday evening 7 to 8:30. Friday afternoon 2 to 5. 

It is gratifying to note that an increasing number of both adults 
and children are using the library for both reference material and pleas- 
ure reading. 

I wish to thank everyone who has helped to make the library a 
place of usefulness. Special thanks should go to the Library Associa- 
tion for its support.

REPORT OF PSYCHOLOGIST 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report of The Franklin 
County Area Family Counseling Service. It is most gratifying that 
the service, sponsored by you, has been so well received. 

Our year September 1961 to September 1962 was a full one with a 
total of 300 cases. This number may appear small, but it includes 841 
child interviews, 726 adult interviews and 225 administered tests, and 
numerous speaking engagements. 

As you may know, this service is sponsored, through taxation, by 
the towns in the County with matching funds provided by the State. 
This is the only mental service in the State so provided and has been 
used as a pilot program. Dr. Shumacher, Director of Mental Health, 
supervises the entire program and, through his nomination, the Health 
Council of Maine awarded us a Certificate of merit for “an outstand- 
ing contribution to the betterment of Citizen and Community Health 
during the year 1960.” 

We are asking and hope it will be approved, for a ten percent 
increase in our usual appropriation. This is due to a continued increase 
in our operating expenses, which seems to affect all services. 

It has been most remarkable and encouraging to see the number 
of adults that have been using the service. I think that people are 
gradually losing their fears of consulting a psychologist. We aren’t in 
a position to come up with the right answers to everyone’s problems, 
but we are able to help them to solve their own. In this second year 
several groups have been formed where mothers can meet regularly and 
share ideas and experiences concerning family living and discipline. 

Plans are being formulated to add another psychologist, as the 
service keeps growing. By having another person available we could 
give more time and quality of service. As an example of our present 
situation, we have had 129 children and 122 adults use our service from 
September 1, to January 1, 1963. 

I wish to thank personally the many doctors, nurses, clergymen, 
school administratives, teachers, lawyers and friends whose cooperation 
and backing have added immeasurably to the acceptance and use of 
this service. :

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


In New Vineyard for the Year 1962 


Your public health nurse is a member of the staff of the State De- 
partment of Health and Welfare, Division of Public Health Nursing. 
She renders what is termed a generalized service and this means that 
she gives service to people in their homes, in schools and in the com- 
munity. 


Child health conferences and school health services are regular 
programs each year and are familiar to most people. Programs spon- 
sored by the health council or other community groups such as the 
poliomyelitis and influenza clinics are usually well publicized. 


Home visiting is a much more important and unique service of 
the nurse and probably is a less familiar phase of the program. It in- 
volves much time, knowledge of resources, how and when to use them, 
and nursing skills, all of which are difficult to measure in terms of 
statistics. 


Your nurse was recently asked how she knew which homes to 
visit. Requests are received from many sources, some of which are 
physicians, families themselves, school personnel and hospitals. The 
nurse’s own careful observations also lead to case finding. 


There has been more demand for nursing services in the homes 
this year. This is due to better knowledge of available nursing service 
and to better communications between the nurse and the people in your 
community. More emphasis is being given to care of the chronically 
ill and the aged in the home wherever such arrangements can be worked 
out. Individuals with chronic illnesses were shown how to care for 
themselves as much as possible that they might retain their indepen- 
dence. When necessary some member of the family was taught nurs- 
ing care and simple techniques in order that the ill person might have 
adequate care and still be abe to stay in his own home with his own 
family. It is only by teaching and sharing responsibility for nursing care 
with able assistance in the family or neighborhood that the public health 
nurse can meet all demands in the fourteen towns she serves.

To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of New 
Vineyard: 


My annual report of the New Vineyard schools is hereby presented 
for your consideration. 
The enrollment in September, 1962, was as follows:

Mrs. Christie Pingree is the lower grade teacher this year, and Mrs. 
Florence McCluskey is teaching the upper grades. 

At the end of the fiscal year we owe the Town of Farmington 
$2,000.00 for tuition during the fall term. The tuition bill from Farm- 
ington due December 1, 1962 was at the rate of $540.00 per year, per 
student. Therefore, for 43 of a year it was $180.00 per student. Multi- 
plied by 30 students makes a bill of $5,400.00. We only had $3,400.00 
to pay tuition with, thus we still owe $2,000.00. The other tuition bills 
from Farmington will be due March 1 and at the end of the school 
year. We also have one high school student at Strong and one in Anson 
on which we pay tuition. The amount of money needed for tuition 
has increased from $11,800.00 to $19,088.00, which is an increase of 
$7,288.00. This year we are asking for an appropriation of $20,644.92, 
which is $8,657.25 more than last year. Please note that your increase 
is primarily due to increased tuition cost. The total cost of your school 
budget went from $26,030.25 to $33,368.00. The amount of money 
appropriated and raised by the town will remain high for the next two 
years, or until the state subsidy increases. You won't get state subsidy 
on the amount spent on tuition for at least two years. After that time 
you should be able to reduce the amount raised for education. 
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Mrs. Emma Hargreaves has been doing her usual splendid work 
in the school lunch program. I feel she should be commended for her 


services. 


In closing, I wish to thank the School Committee and the Citizens 
of New Vineyard for their cooperation this year.
